WHEREAS, the Allen County Income Tax Council, recognizing the 
need to increase revenues for Allen County and the cities and 
towns located within Allen County, Indiana to enable them to 
maintain and improve the services provided to residents of Allen 
County, Indiana, and to provide additional property tax relief to 
residents of Allen County, Indiana, through an increase in the 
Homestead Credit, does hereby resolve to enact a County Option 
Income Tax and an increase in the Homestead Credit in Allen 
County, Indiana. 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED AND ORDAINED BY THE ALLEN COUNTY 
INCOME TAX COUNCIL, as follows: 

Section 1. Pursuant to I.C. 6-3.5-6-1 et seq., the Allen 
County Income Tax Council imposes the County Option Income Tax on 
the county taxpayers of Allen County, Indiana. The County Option 
Income Tax is imposed at a rate of two-tenths of one percent 
(0.2%) on the resident county taxpayers of Allen County, and at a 
rate of five-hundredths of one percent (0.05%) on all other county 
taxpayers. This tax takes effect July 1, 1988. 

Section 2. The percentage of the Homestead Credit available 
to owners or purchasers of a homestead in Allen County, Indiana, 
under I.C. 6-1.1-20.9-2 is hereby increased from four percent (4%) 
to eight percent (8%). 

Section 3. Upon receipt of the funds from the Allen County 
Option Income Tax herein imposed, the Auditor of Allen County, 
Indiana is directed to (A) replace the amount of property tax lost 
due to the allowance of an increased Homestead Credit within Allen 


County, Indiana, and to (B) make distributions of distributive
